That service of 
his father took young Ed into the im- 
perial Chinese customs service in 1887 
when he was a lad of 17. The customs

MELLON PLEADS

Tells U. S. Needs. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Spe- 
cial.]—-In his first letter to the banks 
of the country Secretary of the Treas- 


jury Mellon today declared that while 


the figures as tO the public debt and 
the current operations of the treasury 
show that the finances of the govern- 
ment are in a sound position, the situ- 
ation calls for the utmost economy. 
Mr. Mellon asserted that the nation 
cannot afford extravagance and must 


penditure. There is imperative need, 
he said, of the establishment of a na- 


the government's expenses into rela- 
tion to its income. 

Secretary Melion’s comments on the 
financial situation Were occasioned by 
the announcement of the issuances of 
certificates of indebtedness totaling 
about $400,000,000 on March 15. 


Debts Show No Decrease. 


“The gross debt of the government 
on Feb. 28, 1921, amounted to $24,061.,- 
684,728, on the basis of treasury daily 
statements, while on the same date the 
floating debt (loan and tax certificates 
unmatured) amounted to $2,484,032,- 
000,” Secretary Mellon said. “ These 
figures contrast with a gross debt on 
Dec. 31, 1920, of $23,982,224,168 and a 
floating debt on the same date of $2,- 
300,656,000. As. a result of the treas- 
ury’s operations on March 15, 1921, 
these increases in gross débt and float- 
ing debt (which are to be expected in 
the odd months when no quarterly in- 
come and profits tax payments are 
made) should be largely offset and per- 
haps overcome. 

“ The progress to be made during the 
balance of the current year in the re- 
tirement of gross debt and floating 
debt will depend, of course, upon the 
extent of the demands made upon the 
treasury and the volume of its receipts 
from taxes and salvage. This progress 
is ligely to be seriously limited by rea- 
son of the heavy railroad payments to 
be expected during the next two or 
three months. 


Calls for Strict Economy. 


“These figures show that the coun- 
try’s finances are sound, but that the 
situation calls for the utmost economy. 
The nation cannot afford extravagance 
and so far as possible it must avoid 
entering upon new fields of expendi- 
ture.

The Boston Transcript was furnished by its cor 
respondent in France, Wythe Williams, with an 
account of Japanese buying of French bombing 
seaplanes. The Transcript regarded the informa- 
ion as of such serious importance that it was sub- 
mitted to the state department before publication. 

At the suggestion of the state department there 
were eliminated some deductions and conclusions 
of the French observers who gave Mr. Williams his 
information. 

Japan has been buying from French manufac- 
turers bombing seaplanes in such numbers that 
when they are assembled Japan will have the great- 
est seaplane bombing fleet in existence. The or- 
ders were placed with the obvious purpose of pre- 
venting even the French from knowing that Japan 
was buying in such large quantities. 

“They dribbied in at first,” the dispatch says. 
“ A dozen ordered of this concern, twenty or thirty 
of that concern, until it became apparent that 
every aviation factory in France was turning out 
‘g emall quantity’ of Japanese orders. These or-. 
ders were constantly increased.” , 

-There is a constant shipment of bombing planes 
from Mediterranean ports to Japan. It is estimated 
that Japan soon will have, if it has not elready, the 
greatest fieet of bombing seaplanes. It is signifi- 
cant that they are seaplanes. The only intimation | 
of purpose in the assembling of the fleet is that 
Japan is worried by the possibility of a Red ad-.

A recent London report told of the Japanese en- 
gaging a complete sqbadron of veteran British fly- 
ers at large salaries to enter the Japanese air serv- 
ice as instructors.

The Japanese are regarded as bad flyers. but have 
been working hard to get a mastery of the science.

Dr. Laura Colby Price 
Buried at Monmouth, Ore. 


Dr. Laura Colby Price was buried 
yesterday at Monmouth, Ore. She was 
born in Chicago, June 29, 1857, at 
Ringgold, at that time the city lim- 
its. She was the daughter of Enoch 
Colby, a Chicago pioneer of prominence, 
and the great gratddaughter of the 
Rev. Hon. Enoch Colby of revolution- 
ary war fame. Mrs. Price taught 
school at Gardner, Ill., and the Haven 
school, Chicago. She was graduated 
in medicine from Northwestern uni- 
versity, and for years was identified 
with Chicago’s foremost hospitals. She 
went west in 1909.
